So the film, by swinging sym- 
pathy {o the North, seems to me 
unnecessarily biased. However, 
tuke’ It any way you like, this 
all action colourful epic makes 
a most exciting evening at the 
pictures. Co-stars Fesa Parker 
and Jeffrey Hunter are pitted 
ugainst cach other in the loco- 
motive race which climaxcs the 
fast action in the drama, and 
emerge with honours slightly in 
fnvour of Hunter.
